whites of the eggs stiff, add two table- 
spoonfuls of powdered sugar, the juice 
of half a lemon and beat again. Spread 
over the pudding and brown in a mod- 
erate oven. 


Lemon Cheese Cakes.—For the fill- 


ing for five individual pies, take one 


egg, 
three tablespoonfuls of sugar, one- 


fourth of a teaspoonful of salt, the 
grated rind and a tablespoonful of 
lemon juice, one-fourth of a cupful of 
cake crumbs. Beat the yolk of an egg, 
add the sugar, salt, lemon juice and 
rind with the crumbs, mis well, fold 
in the beaten white of the egg which 
has been beaten stiff and turn into 
pastry-lined patty tins.

The reasons for this 
are:

Purdue university. In the spring wher 
birds get onto free range and in the 
summer when they utilize the entirt 
farm for exercise, it is a common prac- 
tice to reduce the amount 01 mast- 
containing protein and depend upor 
the grain as the larure part of the t't-t-i 
to he supplied by those w ho 
keej 


poultry. 


As the weather warms up, birds rtt 


not 
need as much heat supplied bj 


the grain as they do in the winter 
Consequently the grain consumptior 
should naturally be reduced and mash 
consumption increased. 
In order tr 


see that the birds eat more mash a.- 
the season progresses it may be nec- 
essary to feed practically no gram in 
the morning. 
If the Purdue mash oi 


50 pounds bran, 50 pounds middlings 
and 30 pounds tankage is used, the 
proportion of grain to mash in thi 
spring should be two to one and in 
the summer one to one, or equal pa its 
of grain to mash. 


As a rule egg production begins tc 


slump as soon as warm weather ar- 
rives, but If the mash consumption in- 
creases the slump will not be so great 
The summer production can be ver.i 
high and consequently very profitable. 
On 'farms where much waste grain is 
available It may be wise to confine the 
birds until about ten o'clock in the 
morning, thus compelling them to eat 
mash before they are permitted to 
roam over the farm.

Green Feeds and Water 


Essential for All Hens 


It is absolutely essential that lay 


ers be furnished green feed of some 
kind. 
The question of how to sup p! > 


this green feed must be decided b> 
the individual. For maximum egg pro 
dviction the bird must lm\e access tt 
fresh clean water at all times, \\lncl' 
should neither be too hot nor too cold 
One hundred hens in good laying con 
dition should consume from 12 to '24 
quarts of water daily, and in extreme- 
ly hot weather even more. 


When properly fed, milk makes ar, 


excellent feed for laying hens.

Right Kind of Care of 


Stock in Winter Urged 


"For the most part, the principal ob- 


ject in keeping live stock on a farm In 
winter is to have It available to utilize 
grass in summer," says F'rof. \V. A. 
Peters, chief of the division of animal 
husbandry of the University of Minne- 
sota. "At least it may be said that the 
cheapest gains made by live stock oi 
any kind on the farm are the gains 
made from grass. 
On many farms 


whatever profit there is in live stocfe 
comes from the cheap summer galng 
made from the pastures. Looking at 
the problem of wintering stock from 
thi-s ar.^ie, it is readily seen that the 
principal object must be to winter the 
herds as- cheaply as possible and yet 
avoid losses and keep the breeding 
animals and the young growing stock 
in a thrifty condition »o that they will 
be in shape to go on pasture in the 
spring and utilize grass to the best 
possible advantage. 


"Too high an overhead expense in 


buildings, labor and feed has been the 
cause of failure of live stock to show 
a profit on many farms. On the otbei 
hand, too low an expenditure and too 
little effort and too little attention to 
the stock in winter has also often re- 
sulted ,in failure. 
There is a happy 


medium between these two extremes. 


"This happy medium is found wherq 


animals are so housed as to be kep4 
comfortable, yet allowing of their be- 
ing handled with a minimum of labor; 
where feeds suitable to the wintering 
of the stock have been grown upon ths 
farm and are supplied to the animals 
with regularity and In the prop«» 
amounts required to attain the obj«o1 
in view. 
Such matters as providing 


bedding, 
keeping sleeping 
quarter* 


clean and sanitary, supplying water IB 
such a way th t animals can drinls 
without risk of falling and hurting 
themselves or wlthont being chilled 
by drinking from an Ice-covered tank; 
seeing that animals Inclined to tak< 
too little exercise, such as brood sows) 
growing pigs and breeding ewes, ara 
compelled to take the necessary exer- 
cise—all these items and many mor« 
similar in character must be studied 
and worked out ever with the idea ol 
holding down wintering costs and yej 
avoiding shrinkage, or loss of anIm»J4 
in so far as it is po'-^ible to accomplish 
this."
